31, 2011.

The committees listed in the atteched RTB Circulation Report either failed to file the
report, filed the reporl more ihan five (5) days but no mare than thirty (30) days after tire due
date (considered a late filed report), or filed the report more than thirty (30) days after the due
date (considered a non-filed report). In accordance with the schedule of civil money penalties
for reports at 11 CFR 111.43, these committees should be assessed the civil money penalties
highlighted on the attached circulation report.

On April 1, 2011, the Federal Election Commission ("the Commission") found reason to
believe ("RTB") that Ciro Rodriguez for Congress and its treasurer violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for
filing late or failing to file the 2010 Year-End Report. By letter dated April 4, 2011, the
Commission sent notification of the RTB finding that included a civil money penalty calculated
at the RTB stage of $175 in accordance with the schedule of penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.43.

On April 21, 2011, the FEC received payment of the civil money penalty calculated at the
RTB stage. The FEC made a final determination on August 11, 2011 that you, in your official
capacity as treasurer, and Ciro Rodriguez for Congress violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a), assessed a
civil money penalty in the amount of $175 in accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.43, and voted to
close the file.

The confidentiality provisions at 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(12) no longer apply and this matter
is now public. The file will be made a part of the public record pursuant to 11 C.F.R. §
111.42(b). Although the file must be placed on the public record within thirty (30) days from the
date of the Commission’s notification, this could occur at anytime following certification of the
Commission’s vote.
